The Dutchy of SAXE GOTHA. 


ft lies in Upper Saxony, with the Dominions of 
HefleCaffel on the W. the Dutchy of Saxe Eyfenach on

_ aie to the Atlas Hiftorique, in which there is 
avery large Tree of the Houfe of Saxony, the Titles of 
the Dukes of Saxe Gotha (who are of the Erneftine 
Branch of Saxony, and defcended from john Frederick 
the Magnani mous) are Dukes of Saxony, Juliers, Cleves, 
Engers, and Weftphalia ; Landgraves of Thuringia ; 

ves of Mifnia ; Counts and Princes of Henne- 
berg ; Counts of La Marck and Ravenfperg ; Lords of 
Ravenftein, Tonna, &c. And their Dominions are 
thofe of Gotha, the three Lordfhips of Tonna, Wach- 
fenburg, and Ichterfhaufen; the Bailywick and ‘Town 
of Kranichfeld ; the Bifhoprick of Valckenrad, Alten- 
bourg, and feveral other Towns. Moreover, the 
Dominions both of Weimar and Eyfenach are ready to 
fall very foon into this Family, by reafon that the 
Duke of Saxe Eyfenach, who is become next-Heir to 
the Dominions of the Duke of Weimar, upon the 
Death of his Son the young Prince in 1732, has no 
Children; and the Duke of Weimar himfelf +s not 
like to have any more [flue to fucceed him, he having 
fuch an Averfion to the Repetition of Matrimony, to 
which he has been often follicited by his Subjects, 
that he hates to hear it mentioned. 

The firft Prince of the Erneftine Line, who was Great 
Grandfather to the prefent Duke of Saxe Gotha, was 
Emeft III. furnamed the Pious (feventh Son of John 2d 
Duke of Weimar) who, fays Schowartus, excelled all 
the Princes that ever lived, in Probity, Religion, Pru- 
dence, Policy, Induftry, and Oeconomy : So that the 
Divine Promife was fulfilled in him, Seek firft the King- 
dom of God, and the Righteoufne/s thereof, and all other - 
Things, foall be added. ‘This Prince was born Dec. <5. 
1601, and was at the Battle of Lutzen in 1641, with 
Guitavus Adolphus; as was alfo his eleventh Brother 
Bernard (commonly called the Brave Duke of Weimar) 
one of the greateft Generals of that Age, and to whole 
Valour, after the Death of Guftavus, who fell in that 
Battle, the Victory was chiefly attributed. After this, 
Erneft and his Brother William agreed to divide the 
Eftate, whereby Gotha fell to the Share of Erneft. In 
1660 he obtained a great Part of te County of-ennet- 
berg; and upon the Death of his Brother Frederick 
William, inherited Altenburg and Coburg in 1672. 
He re-built the Caftle of Gotha, and died March 26. 
1675, aged 74, having had 18 Children by his Wile 
Elizabeth Sophia, Daughter of the Duke Jolin Philip 
of Saxe Altenburg. —— His Son ane Succefior, and the 
firt Duke of Saxe Gotha, within the Memory, 1 may 
fay, of the prefent Generation, was 

Frederick I. born the 15th of July 1646. He had 
two Wives. By the firft, who was Magdalen Sybilla, 
the Daughter of the Duke of Saxe Hall, and who diced 
Jan. 7. 1681, he had a numerous Iffue. But his {e- 
cond Wife, who was the Widow of Albert Margrave 
of Brandenburg Anfpach, Grandfather of the prefent 
Queen of Great Britain, and Daughter of Frederick 
VI. Margrave of Baden Dourlach, died without Iffue. 
This Duke and his Father are recorded to have been 
the great Friends and Patrons of the learned Lewis de 
Seckendorf (from whom the prefent valiant Count of 
that Name is defcended) who did fo much Service both 
to his Cougtry and the Republick of Letters, by his 
Writings. ."his Duke Frederick died.of an Apoplexy

The late Duke had a gallant Brother, named Wil- 
liam, who was killed the 4th of April 1707. O. S. at 
the Siege of Toulon, where he fignalized his Bravery 


to fuch a Degree, as deferves particular Mention. 


It being his Turn that Day to command in the Works 
as Lieu‘enant General of the Emperor, the Queen of 
Great Britain, and the States General, he was attacked 


on all Sides, with great Fury, by the French, whom, 


tho’ five to one, he received very bravely ; but his Men 
being overpowered by Numbers, fell into fome Difor- 
der : Whereupon the General put them into Order 
again, and animating them, both by his Prefence and 
his Words, led them on valiantly to the Enemy, with 
whom they fought like Lyons 5 but his Troops being 
broke a fecond Lime, and the Prince finding his Efforts 
to rally them once more did not avail, he turned to 30 
Men, moft Officers, who ftuck to him, and faid, 
Friends,-*tis more honourable to perifh here, than to have 
it faid, Tux Prince or Saxe Gorna was beaten 
Prefently after his Highnefs receiving 
a Shot under the Left Eye, thro’ his Head, and another 
in his Body, dropped dead on the Ground; upon 
which his Corpfe being opened, his Bowels were buried 
in the Field of Battle, and his Body fent, by Way of

fome Idea of the prefent State of Saxe Gotha, under 
the Adminiftration of his Son the preient Duke, Bro- 
ther to her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of Wales. 

As of all the Saxon Princes of the Ernefline 
Branch, the Duke of Saxe Gotha is the mott Power- 
ful, fo of all the Courts of Saxony, next to Dreiden, 
his is the moft numerous and the mott magnificent: Ne- 
verthelefs the Subjects of Saxe-Gotha are the leatt 
burden’d with Taxes of any Siate in Germany. To 
that Prince’s wife Management of his Finances, is 
owing not only his own Happinefs, but that of his 
People, who perfectly adore him; for indeed he treats 
them more like a Father than a Sovereign, and never 
makes them fenfible of his Power, but when he is to 
do them. Juftice. He is a kind, gdod-natur’d Mafier, 
eafy of Accefs, regular in his Manners, gives great 
Application to the Affairs of his Government. loves 
Reading, underftands Books, and is ignorant of nothing 
that a Prince ought to know. As to the Air of his 
Perion, he is handfome and well fet. He is civil. but 
referved, and feldom {peaks to fuch as are unknown to 
him, more than Needs muft : He aims to know thofe 
thoroughly who have Bufinefs with him, and when he 
has found out their Character, he talks to them on fich 
Subjecis as he judges they are beit acquainted with. He 
is very regular in his manner of Living : He rifes.con- 
ftantly at 7 o'Clock, and after {pending an Hour in 
Prayer, and the reading of fome pious Treatife, he 
drefles himfelf and gives Audience to his Minifters and 
other Perfons that want to fpeak with him. He dines 
at Noon with the Dutche({s his Confort, the Princes his 
Children, and other Perfons of Diftinétion, and after 
having fat about an Hour and Half at Table, takes a 
Walk in the Gardens of his Palace; or if the Weather 
does not permit, retires to his Ciofet, and amufes him- 
felf with reading all 5 o’Clock. Then he repairs to 
the Houfe of fome or other of his Courtiers, where 
there is an Affembly of all the Nobility, and after 
having there diverted himfelf at the Game of Ombre, 
returns to the Palace, {ups in the Manner that he din’d, 
and at g o’Clock retires. 

There is a Drawing Room at his Court three Times 
a Week, when the Company meet in a grand Room, 
and make Parties at Ombre and Piquet. At 7 o’Clock, 
a great Table is {pread, which is free for all the Com- 
pany, where a Carver not only cuts up for that, but all 
the Gaming Tables, which are fpread with Napkins ; 
and thofe who do not play, fit down at what Table 
they like beft; but the Duke, Dutchefs and the Princes, 
are generally fo complaifant as to admit Foreigners to 
their Table. During Supper, there is a Concert of 
Mufick,. and at 9 o’Clock all the Company retires. 

The prefent Duke who fucceeded ta, the Dominions 
of Saxe-Gotha, by the Death of his Father on the 12th 
of March 1732, has been in France, [taly, England, 
Holland, Denmark, Sweden, and at all the Courts of 
Germany, and thereby ftor’d himielf with fuch ufefyl 
Knowledge, and acquir’d fuch a Charaéter, that it was 
then forefcen the Subjects of Gotha would be as happy 
under his Government, as they were under his Father's. 

The Duke has all the Great Officers of State that 
are common to Sovereign Princes. The Count de 
Ronaw was Grand Marfhal in the late Duke’s Time, 
and as it was faid, his chief Favourite, tho’ he had a 
Quality not very peculiar to Favourites, of being a true 
and conftant Friend to thofe who profefs’d a Friendfhip 

for him. 

The Revenues of the late Duke were computed at a 
Million of Crowns per Annum, with which he kept on 
Foot near 3000 Men of Regular Troops. His Guards 
were well cloathed, his Liveries rich, his Tables ferv’d 
with more Elegance than Profufion; his Palace well 
per his Officers punctually paid, and every Body 
pleated. 

Upon his Death, the Dutchefs Dowager retired with 
the Princeffes her Daughters to Altenbourg, and his 
Brothers went into the Service of the Emperor, the 
King of Poland, and the Prince of Heffe Caifel. 

The prefent Duke, who follows the Steps of his 
Mluftrious Father, was pleafed to appoint M. Backover 
his Chancellor and the Prefident of his Council; M. de 
Hering (who is of a noble Family in the Country of 
Anhalt Cothen, and was formerly in the Service of the 
Duke fof Saxe Weimar) his Vice-Chancellor.
